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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 1 -5) in the reply filed on 
10/15/04 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner has not 
established a prima facie case of serious burden of examination of the inventions of 
Groups I and II together. This is not found persuasive because the inventions of Group 
I and III each have a separate status in the art and clearly have a separate field of 
search, and the search required for Group I is not required for Group II (as indicated in 
prior Office action, paragraph 2). Moreover, these inventions are distinct for the 
reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. In accordance with MPEP §803, the examiner has demonstrated that the 
inventions of Group I and II are each independent or distinct as claimed and a serious 
burden would be placed on the examiner as discussed above. The requirement is still 
deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. Thus, claims 6-7 are withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed 
the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 10/15/04. 
An Office action on the merits of claims 1-5 as follows: 



Drawings 
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2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the method features 
such as IC packages, the two or more leadframe items, input path, processing region, 
reception position, etc., must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 
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3. The specification is incomplete because the subject matter of the claims is not 
fully described therefrom. 

4. The abstract should have been in a single paragraph and limited to 50-100 
words. 

Claim Objections 

5. "A method" (claims 2-5, line 1 ) should be changed to:- The method- , as to 
reflect the dependent claims formats. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In 
this case the subject matters recited in claims 1-5 was not clearly described in the 
specification as so to enable one skilled in the art to make and/or use the invention. 
Noted that at best it decribes a loading device and an associated holder having an 
associated elevator but fail to disclose the claimed features recited in claims 1-5. 
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8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Provide a generic term for "IC", i.e., integrated circuit. 

The scope of the claims is not clear, since the claims directed to a method 
invention and the claims recites limitation of the structure element such as "the 
leadframe items comprising an IC carrier "which make scope of the claims unclear. 

What is "them " (claim 1 , line 12) being reference to? 

"the ICs" (claim 1, line 13), "the processing position"(claim 1, line 13) lack proper 
antecedent basis. 

10. Regarding claims 1-5. It is noted that no art rejections have been applied to 
claims 1-5, since there are a great deal of confusion an uncertainty as to the proper 
interpretation of the limitations of the above claims. Therefore, it would not be proper to 
reject such claims on the basis of prior art. See MPEP 2173.06. 

Prior Art References 
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1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Prior art references are cited for their teaching of method of 
manufacturing IC package devices.
